THE MEXICAN TREATY DEFEATED. 

The refusal of the United States Senate to 
ratify the trade treaty with Mexico, which 
was’ negotiated by Gen. Grant about a year 
ago, may be accepted as a formal declaration 
against reciprocity, not only with Mexico, 
but with Canada, the South American States, 
and ai] countries for the possession of whose 
trade the American people have peculiar ad- 
vantages. The tenure of the proposed Mexi- 
can treaty was only six years. It was in the 
nature of an experiment, which, had it proved 
successful upon trial, would probably have 
opened the way to enlarged and more liberal 
trade relations with several other countries. 
But there is a narrow prejudice among cer- 
tain influentia] classes of the United States 
—the outgrowth of the protection school— 
which is antagonistic to the theory of reci- 
procity in trade. There is an indisposition to 
permit the people to buy where they 
and in order to 
compel them to buy in the home market 
at the dearest prices the policy of exclusion 
is maintained which shuts out American in- 


| dustry from foreign markets. It was un- 


doubtedly this blind amd selfish policy which 
prevented the Mexican treaty from receiving 
the necessary two thirds vote in the Senate. 
No other theory will account intelligently for 
the opposition of such men as Morrill of Ver- 
mont, Aldrich of Rhode Island, Hawley and 
Platt of Connecticut, Sherman of Ohio, and 
Van Wyck of Nebraska, all of whom repre- 
sent constituencies whose sales would be 
largely increased by the facilithes and priv- 
Ueges of the proposed treaty, and whose 
products would not have any new com- 
petition by the free admission of certain Mex- 
ican products. It was the deep-rooted and 
general animosity to freedom of trade which 


| prompted opposition from these quarters, 


for in this particular’ case decided 
rocal concessions. No wool, 
stance, would have come from Mexico to 
enter into competition with the wool 
of the hilly districts of Ohio; but the free 
admission by Mexico of American agricultur- 
al implements would have added enormously 
to the manufacturing and transportation in- 
terests centered in Ohio. John Sherman, in 
voting against the treaty, voted directly 
against the best interests of the Ohio people 
in order to gratify a sentiment against reci- 
procity as a principle and in order that no 
precedent might be set which, proving suc- 
cessful in one case, might lead to more lib- 
eral trade conditions with other countries. 
The vote against the Mexican treaty was a 
vote against the extension of American com- 
merce. | 

Special interests which apprehended in- 
terference with the opportunities and boun- 
ties they now enjoy were undoubtedly the 
most urgent and persistent opponents of the 
treaty. Of these the sugar and tobacco grow- 
ers and manufacturers were the most unrea- 
sonable, This fact accounts for the large 
Southern vote recorded against the treaty.

AMERICAN CATHOLIC REFORMS. | 


Cardinal Simeonb's summary of the pro- 


gram adopted at the recent Vatican meeting 
of the Roman Catholic Bishops of America 
is the most intelligible statement made con- 
cerning the results of that conference. It 
bears the impress of truth, for, although it 
does not correspond with American ideas of 
what ought to have been done, it corresponds | 
‘with the moderate expectations entertained 

The recommendations relate to the educa- 
tion of the clergy, the discipline of the priests, 
the nomination of Bishops, and the manage- 
ment of the church property. Until within. 
the last twenty years America has been re- 
garded as a missionary country, in fact as 
well as canonically, and ambitious priests 
looked on it as a sort ot banishment to be 
sent on missions here, particularly in the 
Western States. The result has been that 
most of those who came were the graduates | 
of missionary colleges, where the standard 
of education was not high, where the curricu- 
lum was restricted, and the Professors not 
the most learned. The missionary colleges 
were in time- supplemented ‘by diocesan 
schools in the larger sees, where the 
standard of qualification for admission 
to the priesthood was still lower than 
in the missionary colleges. The result 
has deen that the American priesthood 
has not been intellectually what it ought 
to have been, especially in the best edu- 
cated Nation of the world. A few bright, | 
able priests seattered heraand there through | 
the diocese there have been. They are the 
graduates of the Irish colleges at Rome, Paris, 
and Louvain, and of the Bavarian and Aus- 
trian ecclesiastica] universities. These have 
been carrying off all the honors of the church, 
and there has been corresponding discontent. 
among the masses of the clergy. Over a 
dozen years ago an effort was made to give 
one of the Roman Catholic theological estab- 
lishments here (St. Mary College at Emmetts- 
burg, Md.) first rank, but the experiment | 


was not well supported, and this institution 
was loaded with debt. The effort, however, 
was not abandonél by the origmal promot- 
ers. Under the new program it will proba- 
bly be successful. This demands a higher 
degree of culture, a more liberal course of 
study, and a more modern program (embra- 
cing the study of the sciences) than has 
hithertö been known here. It will lead 
doubtless to a consolidation of the theological 
schools, and an abandonment, in due course, 
of the importation of foreign priests to min- 
ister to American co 

In the matter of the discipline of the cler- 
gy, itis apparently the’ purpose ‘to take ab- 
solute power out of the hands of the Bishops, 
and to give clergymen accused of moral 
lapses or breaches of discipline the advan- 
tage of. trial before a clerical jury. This 
will do away at the same time with arbitra- 
riness and personal favoritism. It is also 
determined, apparently as a concession to the 
universal feeling of the laity in the matter, 
to take away the power of Episcopal nomi- 
nation from the Bishops—a power which they 
have abused to perpetuate a Catholic hier- 


archy of foreigners in this country. The 


nominations to Rome for the future will 
more nearly represent the views of the laity, 
as they will be selected by the pastors in 
conclave and by majority vote. 

Other reforms contemplated relate to the 
better management of the church property, 
the suppression of the abuses—such as liquor- 
selling and petty gambling—at chureh fairs, 
and the improvementof the parochial schools, 
which are wretchedly conducted now.

DIVORCE ‘AND RESIDENCE. 
A new point in divorce law has been 
raised by a decision rendered by Judge Shep- | 
ard, of this city, which threatens to put a | 


stop to the immigration of lone, lorn women 
to this metropolis of divorce. He holds that 
where the husband's residence is there legally 
the wife’s residence is, and that women who 
want to escape out of wedded bliss into single 
blessedness must go to the courts in the dis- 
trict where their husbands have their legal 
residence, Thisisa new point in our di- 
vorce courts, where the applicants for the 
benefits of Chicago’s famous facilities for 
rapid transit out of matrimony have been 
having things their own way year after year, 

If it is sustained by the highest courts it will 
have serious social effects on the life of tran- 
sient Chicago. 
prevailed any one, whether man or woman, 
who was able to make out a case for divorce 
could get it by complying with the require- 
ments of the statute that he or she should 
have ‘‘ resided in the State one whole year.” 
Judge Shepard's decision closes our courts to 
the wives of men who live in other States. 
Under his ruling when the trains stop 
here “fifteen minutes for divorce” here- 
after it will be men alone who will descend 
with their gripsacks, affidavits, and deserted 
offspring.

This decision is a very severe one, and 
raises some difficult questions. When a hus- 
band runs away and disappears what be- 
comes of his wife’s residence ? Is it left as it 
were in the air? If it follows his the poor

residence of a fugitive is an unknown quan- 


which justify it, such as desertion and at- 
tempts on life. Something must be done to 
arrest the tide of licentious surrender of mar- 
ital obligations, which treats them as if they 
had no more binding foree than an agreement 
to indulge in a liaison. But Judge Shepard’s 
ruling will not prove of much efficacy, for it 
keeps out only the women. The men can 
come here as freely as ever, and as for the 


women they can go to any one of half a dozen 


neighboring States. 


If this decision is adhered to the Legisla- 


ture could, and no doubt would, amend the 
law so as to give women the same rights of 
residence as men, for the practical injustice 
of the law as interpreted by Judge Shepard 
would be an irresistible appeal to the law- 
making power, tho he is quite righit in hold- 
ing that the law-judging power has nothing 
to do with the consequences of the statutes 
they are called upon toconstrue. The only 
way to deal with this subject of divorce, 
which is so hopelesly jangled and confused 
by the clashing regulations of the different

ANOTHER ENGLISH VIEW OF US. 

Sir Lepel Griffin, K. C. S. I., whatever these 
cabalistic letters may mean, has been in this 
country, it appears, and, like every traveled 
Englishman, he has felt it incumbent to re- 
cord his impressions of us in a paper contrib- 
uted to the Fortnightly Review, that vent for 
the sarcasm of Britons towards this country, 
from Matthew Arnold down to the gentleman 
with the numerous supplementary capitals 
mentioned above. It would be superfluous 
information to those who have read his im- 
pressions to say that they are not very com- 
plimentary. He opens his article in this way: 

America is the country of disillusion and dis 
appointment in polities, literature, culture, and 
art: in its scenery, its cities, and its people. 
With some experience of every country in the 
civilized world, I can think of none except 
Russia in which I would not prefer to reside, in 
which life would not be more worth living, less 
sordid, and mean, and unlovely. .. . 

We cannot but look with some dou and 
hesitation at the America of today, the apoth- 
eosis of Philistinism, the perplexity and despair 
of statesmen, the Mecca to which turns every 
religious or secial charlatan, where the only 
god worshiped is Mammon, and the highest 
education is the share-list; where political life, 
which should be the breath of the nostrils of 
every freeman, is shunned by an honest man 
as the plague; where, to enrich jobbers, and 
monopolists, and contractors, a Nation has 
emancipated its slaves and enslaved ite free- 
men; where the people are gorged and drunk 
with materialism: and where wealth has be- 
come a curse instead ofa blessing. . .. 
good in American institutions is of En- 
giish origin and descent; what is bad is in- 
digenous, and this she how desires to teach us. 

The English Constitu h its ouered 


and balanced society from the throne to the 


dhe cottage, is the symbol and expression of 
liberty in the world. Republican institutions 
have had a trial fora hundred years, and, so 
far as outsiders can judge, their failure is com- 
plete. France under a Republic has become a 
byword in Europe for weakness and truculence 
abroad and financial imbecility and corruption 
at home; while America, which boasts of 
equality and freedom. does not understand 
that, with the single exception of Russia, there 
is no country where private right and public 
interests are more systematically outraged 
than in the United States. The ideal aristoc- 
racy. or government of the best, has in Amer- 
ica been degraded into an actual government 
ot the worst, in which the educated, the cult- 
ured, the honest, and even the wealthy, weigh 
as nothing in the balance against the scum of 
Europe which the Atlantic has washed up on 
the shores of the New World. 


After reading what Sir Lepel thinks of us 
it makes one shudder to think what Russia 
must be. 

One of the grievances experienced by Sir 
Lepel during his American tour was the 


} depreciatory attitude to all things English 


that is taken by the vast majority of Ameri- 
cans.” He says: Whether it be hotels or 
railway-cars, horses or carriage building, 
banks or beautiful women, oysters or en- 
gineering, the ordinary American loudly as- 
serts his superiority over England.” Unques- 
tionably that is @ habit which many Ameri- 
cans have, but, as human nature is about the 
same thing the world over, it is also a habit 
which Englishmen have, and unfortunately 
a great many of them who come over here 
are also firmly grounded in the conviction 
that there is nothing in this ‘‘ blarsted coun- 


know.” In the processes of evolution there 
has been little change, exeept in physical 
functions. Every rooster thinks his own 
dunghill the finest, and mounts to its summit 
to proclaim it with clarion voice. The China- 
man.thinks there is nothing outside of the 
Great Wall worth noticing. The subjects of 
the King of Dahomey fancy nothing can sur- 


pass in magnifieence his royal trappings and 


regalia. The Frenchman declares that the 
Britons are nothing but a race of shopkeepers, 
and the Englishman looks upon the French- 


man as a frog-eater and jumping-jack. Even 
Sir Lepel Griffin, K. C. S. I., before he gets 
through his long screed, declares over and 
over again that the English are superior to 


all other races. 
Another grievance of Sir Lepel grows out 


of the American love for big things. This, 
of course, would appear incomprehensible to 
a little man coming from a little country. A 
giant is never intelligible to a pigmy. The 
Lilliputians who tied up Gulliver with their 
webs had no comprehension of what he really 
was. A big country always loves big 
things, and of necessity has to do 
‘thmgs on a big scale. Little things 
that would do for England would be 
‘imperceptible over our vast area. It is im- 
possible to do little things or to sing small 
when the environments are all on a colossal 
scale. If men live in a little country, Nature 
always tends to minimize them. If they live 
Under the practice which has in a big country they must raise big products, 
especially when they have to take care not 
only of themselves but of the little countries 
also, and their tendency is towards the maxi- 
mum. Let Sir Lepel himself stop and reflect 
| how the British lion would roar if he had oar 
vast domain to wander over instead of that lit- 
tle menagerie cage where he has just room to 
turn round.

Provisions Were quiet and firm, 
while grain was active and irregular, being weak in 
the first part of the ses#ion, and turning just at 
the time when the bulls began to look blue with 
fear that the whole thing vas going to a tarnal 
smash.” The Big Four Was especially notice- 
able as a selling factor all over the floor except in 
hog product, and as a buyer after the markets 
turned. That quartet really bed a great deal to do 
with dictating the tone, though some others traded 
more largely in both wheat and corn. The 
feeling was very unsettled throughout, 
though many looked for 3 reaction after 
the recent severe decline.

Our local hog 
market was well sustained,and it was remarked 
shipments of hog product during the week 
were about equal to the results of the local pack- 
ipg, This and the idea that there will soon 
be a change in the foreign situndom sustained 
the market, while grain was breaking, by making 
sellers reticent, though there was not much de- 
mand in a speealative way. The last-named fact 
made sellers a little more free towards the close. 
A fair inquiry for shipment existed, and probably 
a good deal was sold in that direction that was not 
reported; one of the items is a purchase of 4 car- 
loads of bulk middies to gO to Cincinnati. Pork 
advanced 12, fell back 10¢, then improved Ne, 
and closed 7e above tie latest prices of Friday, 
at $15.17% for May. Lard closed 5c higher, at $9.00 
bid for May. Short ribs closed 2}¢e higher, at $7.65 
bid for March. Ina the afterpoon pork was quoted 
easier at $15.15 bid for May. The packing of this 
city since Oct. 28 includes 1,697,000 hogs, against 
in 1882. 

Flour was dull and steadier. There was little 
demand outside of the usual local trade. The 
coarse milistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was very active and very irregular, mesh 
within narrower limits. It advanced 3¢c, declined 
le, improved le, and closed on Change ge below 
the latest regular prices of Friday, at 895¢c for Feb- 
ruary and de bid for May. The British markets 
were called dull and heavy, and a good deal of 
wheat was brought out early by the report 
of a $350,000 failure in grain. outside this 
etty. some of the wheat thus got rid 
of was cash grain, and there was no 
little “‘ pounding” by local parties, who wanted the 
market to go a good deal lower. But others did not 
sell so freely, while there was more buying, Roche 
being a large purchaser against his heavy sales of 
Friday afternoon. Towards 11 o’clock the market 
turned, with heavy buying, led by Lester, who was 
suppoded to have filled in nearly 8,000,000 bu. 
There was less trading in the last hour, and the 
market slowly settled back in the absence of out- 
side support.

_SHADE-TREES OF WASHINGTON. 
Outdoors and Indoors; Parisisthe only city 
that has more shade-trees than Washington. 
There are now 65,000, covering 125 miles. No 
city in the world has planted trees so system- 
atically. Yet all this has been done within a 
few years. The streets are supplied from 
three large nurseries, where there is now a 
stock of 50,000 small trees. Several thousand 
of the trees came from a slip brought from 
Baltimore in the pocket of one of the Commis- 
sioners. Less than $5,000 has been expended in 
the purchase of trees, and the entire annual 
cost of 


than $20,000. 


The wooden boxes are made 
at the Government Industrial School at a cost 
of 35 cents each, and about 30,000 are put up 
or renewed yearly. The cost is borne in equal 
shares by the Government and 17 
ers.

JURISDICTION. 
A NOVEL DECISION BY JUDGE SHEPARD IN 
DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS. | 
An important decision was rendered yester- 
day morning by Judge Shepard which will 
have the effect of cutting off a large number of 
divorce cases from the Chicago courts. The 
question was raised in the cases of Mabel L. 
Derby against Abraham H. Derby, Millie K. 
Taylor against Walter A. Taylor, and Rosa 
Lazonert against Morris Lazonert. The follow- 
ing very full abstract of the opinion give@a 
satisfactory statement of the question involved 
and of the decision: 
3 THE OPINION. | 


In these eases, which are similar in their general 
features, the complainants are wives seeking di- 
vorces from their husbands. From the evidence I 
am disposed to believe each one of the complain- 
ante has shown sufficient cause under our statute 
to entitle her to a decree of divorce, if this court 
has the requisit jurisdiction. All necessary juris- 
dictional averments are properly made in the bills 
filed, and the statutery causes complained of are 
properly alleged, 

The proof it each case shows that the marriage 
was solemnized without this State; that the parties 
during the entire time of living together as man 
man and wife resided without this State; that the 
acts alleged as grounds for divorce occurred with- 
out this State; that the husbands have never re- 
sided within this State; that the complainants have 
never lived within this State until separated from 
their husbands for the reasons and causes alleged 
in the bills of complaint, but that subsequent 
to such separation they did come to this State and 
did actually live here for more than the required 
statutory time before beginning such suit. The 
question, therefore, remaining is the single one ef 
jurisdiction, and as a preliminary to that considera- 
tion I will assume that the complainants came into 
this State in good faith, with the animus manendi, 
that their being here is no mere pretense of resi- 
dence and is nothing short of an actual abode here 
for the full statutory period, with intention of per- 
manent residence. These being default cases, the 
court on its own motion, after he the evidence, 
raised the question, permitting requesting ar- 
guments in favor of jurisdiction by complainants’ 
solicitors. Sec. 2 of the Divorce act, is as follows: 

No person shall be entitled to a divorce in pur- 
suance of the provisions of this act who Has not 
resided in the State one whole year next before 
filing his or her bill or petition, unless the offense 
or injury complained of was committed within this 
State or whilst one or both of the parties resided 
in this State.“ 

Sec. 5 of the same act is as follows: ‘ 

“The proceedings shall be had in the county 
where the complainant resides, but process may be 
directed to any county in the State.“ 

Sec. 4 of the same act confers jurisdiction 
upon this court, as well as upon the Circuit Courts 
of the respective counties in the State. in all 


cases of divorce and alimony allowed by this act.

The Legislature of this State was, in the enact- 
ment of this jaw, legislating for the people of this 
State, not for others. The utmost stretch of this 
proposition is found in the assertion by some of the 
courts of other States., in passing upon similar 
statutes, of the duty of the courts of such States to 
control the status of persons who are Citizens 
of such States and amenable to their 
laws. Appliea to the control of the status 
of such persons in all their natural rights of per- 
son o. in property, I concede such an assertion to 
be correct, but the right of divorce has not yet 
attained to the dignity of a natural right, except, 
perhaps, for the cause of cruelty. ‘The residence 
contemplated by our statute must be actual and 
bona fide, the animus manendi must exist. No 
mere pretense of residence, no passing visit, no 
temporary sojoury. and no assumption of residence 
here pro hac vice only—nothing short of actual 
abode here with intention of permanent residence 
wil au letter or the «spirit of the statute.

could acquire a separate domicil from her hus- 
band whenever it was necessary or proper that 
she should do 80, and that in such case the 
question of the domicil of the husband was of 
no consequence—a proposition which was emi- 
nently correct. A separate donmicil would be 
in many cases absolutely necessary to the pro- 
tection of the woman from forced cohabitation, 
acts of physical violence, or from prima facie 
condonation. But the Milinois statute said 
nothing about domicil. If it had meant dom- 
iciled in the State,” it would have been just 
as easy to have said so as to have said “ resided 
in the State. Although popularly speak 
‘\domicil and *‘ residence” were often 
synonymously and were usually one and the 
same, yet the legal distinction had been many 
times clearly drawn. In all the cases cited on 
the subject of jurisdiction where it seemed 
courts had retained when the wife bad a 
domicil apart from her husband there was a 
qualification of the a t support of juris- 
diction. The Supreme Court of Illinois, in the 
case of Ashbaugh vs, Ashbaugh, expressly 
held that in contemplation of law the husband 
and wife were one person. and her residence 
followed that of her husband, and reversed the 
decree of the court below, which had dismissed 
the bill on the ground that the wife could not 
maintain the suit for want of residence, 
though her husband had been a resident. 
In vis vs. Davis, 30 Illinois, 180, the 
Supreme Court went further and held tke wife 
perly brought her suit in the county where 

er husband resided, though it was not where 
she lived. The decision in the Ashbaugh and 
Davis oases was reaffirmed in Kennedy ve. Len- 
nedy, 87 III. 250. 

THE CONCLUSION. 

Judge Shepard then concluded: 

It seems to be the plain policy of our statute to 
exclude from the courts of this State all suits for 
diyorce in behalf of persons not legal residents. 
The question of jurisdiction does not pertain to the 
parties alone, it concerns the policy of the State 
and the administration of justice in ft. Society has 
an interest in every marriage, and it is the duty of 
the State in the conservation of public morals to 
guard the relation and to see that the status of 
all applicants for its dissolution should be es- 
tablished. It Is no answer or argument to say that 
to deny this jurisdiction is to render the statute un- 
equal in its effects upon man and the 
woman that it gives to him what it denies to 
her. Thatistrue of much in legisiation and in 
that univerdal custom which is as forcible as law 
itself. If the Legislature had intended a different 
meaning from the legal one, as applied to resi- 
dence, it would have been easy to have defined it. 
Our statutes are full of definitory sections. In the 
Pauper act where the same word residence is 
used the Legislature took pains in Sec. 17 to define 
it and to limit its meaning from its legal sense. In 
the same general care for those who are weak it 
should have defined and limited the word in the 
Divorce act if its intention had been that it should 
be construed in any but its legal sense. This 
court has nothing to do with the Injustice of legis- 
lation; it has uo more right to construe.a plain 
sentence to accommodate its sense of justice than 
it has to interpolate an additional cause for 
divorce among thoso specifically named. The same 
reasons which would impela court to carefully 
criticise an act of the Legislature hindering mar- 
riage should guide a court to strictly construe an 


view of the statute, I must hold that this court is 
without jurisdiction to dissolve the marriages of 
these several complainants, and the bills in both 
cases will be dismissed for want of jurisdiction un-

has been carried out, proving Jules Breton a 


painter as well as an artist. As the sun is going

The exhibition of a collection of some twenty-five 
pictures and stfidies by Walter McEwen at the 
rooms of the Munich Art Union was not only an 
event of especial interest to his immediate friends, 
but gave rise to no little general discussion on the 
part of both artists and laymen. Admitting the 
justice of much of the adverse criticism, and taking 
into consideration all the waywardneés and origin- 
ality—the natural consequence of the artist's de- 
termination to strike out of the regular rut 
which is so characteristic of the weak side of the 
Manich school—any one with a true understanding 
of what real art is must be at once convinced that 
we have here to do with a talent ot unusual prom- 
ise, which is marked by a freshness and independ- 
ence extremely invigorating. Even the frequent 
neglect of mechanical means met with in thesp 
pictures, so likely to be misunderstood, seems to a 
gr eat extent excusable, it being plain that this is 
not the result of a want of capacity in this direc- 
tion, but rather a fear of cramping bis breadth of 
tone, and the danger of destroying the freshness by 
too much manipulation has led him somewhat into 
the other extreme. 

A more defined drawing and a higher cultivation 
of character expression, necessary to perfect por- 
trait painting, might possibly be desired, put there 
are things which a man so genial as Mr. McEwen 
evidently is will easily overcome with time and ex- 
perience. He has, for the present, fol- 
lowed his natural instincts in 80 re ly 
developing his strong conception for color. 
Iam particularly struck with the naive way he has 
of placing his figures, which is the opposit of 
posing, to me a charming quality; and io freely 
saying this I simply second the comments I repeat- 
edly heard expressed by several of our leading 
artists, who were ready to acknowledge that this 
exhibition was an exceedingly interesting one and 
well worthy of study.

"Ewen again supports what has long been freely as- 
sented to by the whole corps of artists upon this 
side of the water—namely: that Americans are 
now prepared to successfully enter the field with 
Europeans upon their own ground, notwithstand- 
ing the disadvantages we labor under from the 
‘want of early training and the absence of proper 
surroundings in early youth. We ought to 
forward with hope to the time when the worn-out 
prejudice against he American artist“ may also 
be overcome in our own country, and the position 
be accorded to us we have a right to command and 
which we already undeniably enjoy tm the estima- 
tion of Europeans. I must say that I can recall 
but alimited number of artists Bere who show 
such an outspoken talent as that displayed by Mr.
